Integration 
Plan Accepted 
by Methodists 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - Dele- 


gates to the worldwide Method- 
ist General Conference voted ac- 
ceptance today of a voluntary 
racial integration program for 
the. church. 


The more than 900 delegates 


approved the proposal by an 
overwhelming majority. It calls 
for merger of whjte and Negro 
church subdivisions on a strictly 
voluntary basis. 


In effect, the church's all-Ne- 


gro Central Jurisdiction, em- 
bracing some 375,000 Negroes, 
would be eliminated. 
:, Generally, Methodist observ- 
ers described the action as 
moderate. No enforcement ma- 
chinery was established. 


The program was drawn up 


by the church's Commission 
on Interjurisdictional Relations. 
Debate opened Thursday and 
continued into the night. 


'Under the program, Negro 


church members would be ab- 
sorbed into the five white juris- 
dictions, which are set up along 
geographical lines. 
, -The program, officially called 
"^i plan of action," would not 
necessarily 
« Negro and 


white cong.cgations during the 
next four years. However, the 
wording of the plan clearly in- 
dicates this is the church's ulti- 
mate aim. 


•The 375,000 Negro members 


live mainly in the area of the 
Southeast Jurisdiction. 


.There are 9.6 million white 


Methodists in this country. 


Southern delegates offered op- 


position to the plan, mainly in 
the form of delaying action. 


Some other opposition came 


frbtn delegates who felt the 
program did not go far enough 
in removing racial barriers in 
the church. 


Passage required a simple 


majority of the delegates, about 
one-third of w.h.om are from the 
'South. ' ••r'/'-••••' "•' \, •••'••, 


Earlier, th'e delegates voted 


down a proposal to eliminate 
the church's six jurisdictions al 
together as a means of effect- 
ing racial integration.

An Instant 
Foxhole Is 
the Latest

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) — The 


U.S. Army has corne up with a 
siincessful device destined to 
gladden the heart of every in- 
fantryman an instant foxhole. 


To dig a proper foxhole in the 


past, a soldier needed a pick, 
shovel, stamina and sometimes 
a prayer. And there were re- 
ports that some GI arid Marines 
in a hurry dug sufficient holes 
with their bare hands. 


A team from the U.S. Combat 


Development Command's infan- 
try agency put the new develop- 
t?ient on display Wednesday at 
Ft. Benning. 


The result may make it pos- 


sible for a soldire to pick up a 
one-pound foxhole digger from 
the supply sergeant and take a 
rest while the things digs a hole 
for him. 


What's more, says the Army, 


the hole can be dug in the hard- 
est, rockiest ground. 


The foxhole digger comes in 


two parts—the first part for 
blasting a small hole two inches 
in diameter and several inches 
deep. This is known as a pilot 
hole. 


The second part of the device 


is placed in the pilot hole, a pri- 
mer is set, and the soldier gets 
out of (he way for about 30 sec- 
onds while a cratering explosion 
digs the foxhole. 


The instant foxhole was devel- 


oped at the Engineer Research 
and Development Laboratory, 
Ft. Belvoir, Va. 


The demonstration showed the 


device works best 
in hard, 


rocky, clay-type soil or frozen 
ground. This is because 
dirt 


blasted from soft, loam-type soil 
tends to cave in along the sides 
and the soldier has to pitch it 
out with a shovel. 


Although the device still is in 


the experimental stage, it is ex- 
pected to be tested in the field 
by troops beginning in October.
